Something for Claim Jumpers. 


Wasnuineton, October 17. — The 
commissioner of the general land 
office, in the course of a decision re- 
fusing the application of certain par- 
ties to pe allowed tc relocate the 
American Hill quartz mine, announce 
the following new and important rul- 
ing, which is intended to prevent the 
success of a large class of jumpers; 

First—A mining claim is subject to 
relocation subsequent to its entry for 
location. 

Second—A failure to perform the 
labor or make the improvements re- 

section 2324 of the revised 

statutes between the date of entry and 
the delivery of the patent does not 
work the forfeiture of the rights 
uired by entry nor demand its can- 
cellation when such failure is brought 
to the attention of the general land 
office by such relocation or otherwise. 

Third —The annual expenditure 
named in section 2324 -# — to 
support the possessory title only, 

ourth—The objections hon third 
parties, which, by the last clause of 
section 2325 may be heard, relate only 
to the conditions of purchase, and not 
to those of possession.

military to the civil pawer; no centralization ; 
and a strict construction of the Federal 
Constition.

It has 
concentrated vast wealthin the hands of a 
few, while the toiling millions who created 
that wealth are struggling in poverty and en- 
forced idleness ; and it has enabled monopolies 
to devour so great a portion of the earnings 
as to take from the mouth of labor the bread 
it has earned. 

9th. The Democracy of Nevada congratu- 
lates the country upon the acceptance, by the 
present administration, of the constitational 
and pacific policy of loca] and self- -government 
im the States South, so long advocated by the 
Democratic party, resulting in peace and har- 
mony to that section of the Union. 

10th. The Democracy demands the Legis- 
lature to pass additional enactments to enable 
stock-holders to visit and examine mining 
property in which they are interested.

State affairs,a doctrine long repudiated by 
the Republican party, and now filched by it 
for the present occasion. 

Finally, the Democratic party of Nevada, by 
its convention assembled, takes occasion to 
especially commend Governor L. R. Bradley 
for preventing, by his veto, an unjust ~ modifi- 
cbtion of the revenue laws now in force tax- 
ing the proceeds of the mines, sho a4ing him- 
self by his fearles vindication of the people's 
righte worthy of the full confidence of the 
good and true men of all parties of this State.
